Bumovitch Must Appear Be- 
fore Parliament 



REDS INCENSED 



Jacques Scnccal Is Elected 
New Senator 



FinsJ preparation* have heca roadc by 
the Government to bring to trial tonight 
at the Bar of the House, Ivan Bumovitch, 
Leader of tlic Communist Party, whose 
dramatic arrest in the Arts Building: 
caused such a furore on Tuesday morn- 
tnr- 

In defiance of the Governments' un- 
compromising attitude toward all radi- 
cals, the Communist leadcT launched a 
manifesto 'in which he charged members 
of the Government whh boot legging, cor- 
ruption and also With knowing more 
about the murder of the late fomented 
Aunt Kurrie, than they are willing to say. 
Bumovitch, who has hecn incarcerated on 
bread and water since his arrest, will he 
cited before the House to-night, and he 
w21 t>c asked to give the names oi the 
members whom he has attacked . 

The Government intends to introduce 
a bill providing drastic punishment for 
the Communist leader. 

The debate on this bill promises to be 
an exciting one. The accused has re- 
tained counsel of talent, who will try 



to secure an acquaintance. Feeling 
runs high among the radical clement 
since the arrest of their lcader r and 
threats of dire revenge ape freely made 
in Red circles. A fund to provide the 
best îejraj taient is being raised. Sev- 
eral efforts hare been made to obtain the 
prisoner** release on bail, "but the Gov- 
ernment steadfastly refuses to ilibcrate 
Bumovitch. \Vhui punishment is in 
store for the Red leader is a state secret, 
kit several ministers hart whispered 
y that, if the Government has its way. 
Bumovitch will be silenced for good. 

When asked to make a statement wtih 
regard to the newly formed Conserva- 
tive Party, the Prime Minister stated 
last night that all their arguments were 
answered in his statement yesterday, 
when he told of the drastic action taken 
by the Cabinet against the spread of 
Communistic or Socalistic agitation. 

The Premier also stated that an emer- 
gency meeting of the Cabm*t was held 
•last night to fill a vacancy in the Sen- 
ate, which was unfortunately overlooked 
on Tuesday. After long debate, it was 
decided to make Jacques Seneca! the new 
senator, thus fulfilling Mr. Sentais 
life-Jong ambition.

ARTS UNDERGRADS 
PRQPOSEAMENDT 

Separation of Arts and Com- 
merce Seems Imminent 



The McGill School of Commerce 
has been expanding rapidly within the 
last few years and its growth has been 
accompanied by a certain amount of 
dissatisfaction un the part of Com- 
merce students at having to exist un- 
der the limitations and jurisdiction of 
the Arts Undergraduate Society. Com- 
merce has been struggling for a long 
time to become separated from Arts 
•'pud to form a wholly self-governing 
society. The conflict has reached a 
stage where a separation would be- 
equally welcomed by the adherents of 
both -faction-. Willi this end in view a 
proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the Arts Undergraduate So- 
ciety has been drawn up. A meeting 
will be held on February ; to discuss 
the advisability and the adequacy of 
the amendment. 

The .proposed amendment is as fol- 
lows: 

A. -— All male students — undergrad- 
uates, conditioned undergraduates or 
partial students in the Faculty of Arts 
who have paid their membership fee 
.shall be. active members of the Society 
with the right of franchise in all mat- 
ters that come before the Society, ex- 
cept: 

h — Undergraduate and condi- 
tioned undergraduates registered in 
the School of Commerce. 

2. — rPartial students taking the 
majority of their courses in Com- 
merce. 

3. — Partial .students taking ail 
equal number of courses ill Arts and 
Commerce, who have stated their 
preference to bi considered as Ceun- 
mcrce biudecls. 

B. — All graduate:; oi the Faculty of 
Arts, .except graduâtes pf the School 
.of .Commerce, shall be honorary mem- 
ber* of -the Society. 



Last night, in the New Medical Build- 
ing, an audience of over a hundred list- 
ened with rapt attention to the lecture 
by Prof. A. Moore on "Dope and its 
Curses," a subject on which the speaker 
was well informed. He traced the 
manufacture of the différent drugs, of 
which he had brought samples, and also 
gave statistics on different aspects of the 
situation; he showed some of the faillis 
in the taking of statistics, and right 
through his address he was inclined to 
minimize the danger which has been 
somewhat exaggerated. 

Prof. Moore is head of the Depart- 
ment of Pharmacy, and was introduced 
by D. Jassby, Présidait oi the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, and chairman pf the 
evening. He stated that he had given 
this lecture first before the Kiwanis Club 
about three years ago, and had mad; 
certain prophecies to them, of which 
they did no: at die time realise the 
truth. 

Dope, in ihc true, medical sense of the 
word, means anything that has a stimu- 
lating or stupefying effect on the sys- 
tem — sometimes both — and is a hahit- 
forming ding. The primary drugs arc 
opium and coca (not cocoa) and from 
these practically all the compounds and 
mixtures, arc formed. The speaker went 
on to discuss prohibition at some length, 
stating the many loopholes that existed 
in the present system, and the difference 
of opinion on the subject. "Prohibi- 
tion." he said, "is an advantage when it 
ir prohibition . "Does any ' one in tins 
room think the U.S.A. is an arid des- 
ert? There is more alcoholic liquor in 
N.Y. State than in the whole of Can- 
ada.," 

The Professor mentioned that, in Hf 
position he has authority to have dope in 
his possession at any time, and that was 
the reason for the exhibit on the table 
before him. Opium comes from a 
white poppy; when half -ripe the juice is 
eluded and scraped off. and then rcJlkd 
into balls; following this it is packed 
with leaves for export from Turkey in 
Asia, Persia and China. It contains 
about twenty-four alkaloids. Morphine 
is a blessing to the Medical wotfld, as it 
would be in a sorry position without it. 
The opium product as brought into this 
country is 6 to 14 per cent anhydrous 
opium. Smoking opium may be obtain- 
ed from any of the above by heating and 
thus making it more concentrated, and 
therefore it ir> what might be <:alled an 
extract; it is a brownish-black sticky li- 
quid about 10. 6 per cent anlijdroui 
opium. Cocaine is useful as a sedkivc, 
while morphine is hypnotic and soothing. 

Most of the smoking opium is sup- 
posed by the average person to be made 
in China, but this is a misrepresentation 
for it is not. It is manufactured else- 
where and labeled "made in Hong 
Kong" (or some, other place in China. ) 
In fact, it ii made in Vancouver in 
large quantities. Opium is a very old 
drug, as it has been found in excavat- 
ing in Egypt. 

Any narcotic habit ran be formed in 
a week, and for this reason it is dan- 
gerous to take a narcotic even once. Co 
cainc was originally brought out to over- 
come the morphine habit, and its curse 
was only discovered afctr it was used. 
A Chinaman lakes 10 or 15 minutes to 
prepare u pill of opium, about one minute 
to inhale, and he is off for about three 
lours of bliss. The stem of his pipe is 
about one and one-quarter inches in dia- 
meter, hollow, and made of wood; then 
there is a large bowl of stone — hollow, 
biK with a receptacle for the pill aboil I 
the size of a pea. Some of the smok- 
ing opium is taken on the end of a wire 
and held in a f lame to burn oui disagree- 
able alkaloids. Then il is placed in the 
bowl, and three to four inhalations are 
enough .

Expect to Give 'Varsity Hard- 
est Game of Season 



With each day's practice the McGill 
puck-chasers feci more and more confi- 
dent of tJicir ability lo sUve off the 
Blue and While ailark when Ihc Varsity 
sextette, invades Montreal on Friday 
night. The players, individually and as 
a team, have shown a marked improve- 
ment in llieir play during the last five 
days, and the coiHcM with the Toronto 
aggregation promises lo be one of ihc 
bcsl of the season. 

Coach Shaughnessy has devoted a 
great deal of time in hi:; daily workouts 
iu shooting practice, Poor imykman- 
ship has been the greatest weakness of 
Ihc team since the beginning of the sea- 
son, and this was never more apparent 
than in the two contests with Queens. 

The first string wings, Flanagan. Moi - 
r iron and ivfcNaughlon are showing 
more ability in finding ihc net, Mc-

Shall Canada Pull Down Im- 
migration Barriers? 



"Legislation may keep Europeans 
nway, but only prosperity can keep 
Canadians in Canada." This extract 
from a paper read at the meeting of the 
Historical Club last night by Van Vlict, 
of Arts 2,\ bearing on the question of 
immigration, was the keynote of the pa- 
per. R. Harris read a second paper 
prepared by N, Egerotn, on Canadian 
population . 

As pointer! out by Van Vtiel, "people, 
are always looking for a 'land flowing 
with milk and honey." This is Ihc idea 
a good many foreigners have formed of 
Canada and it has been reported that 
transportation companies and immigra- 
tion officials have influenced them in 
over-estimating the good qualtics of the 
Dominion. Religious strife and politi- 
cal difficulties in their native land have 
been two important factors in influenc- 
ing poplc to immigrate into Canada. 

Up to the present it has been Canada's 
policy lo discourage immigration. The 
characteristics that have placed the pros- 
pective immigrant among the list of un- 
desirables arc numerous. Considering 
the heavy debt of Canada, tlrat there is 
a mile of railway for every four hundred 
people, and that there is a squire mile of 
a ratilc land for every eight people, it 
seems evident that any means taken to 
encourage foreigners to migrate to Can- 
ada that they might share the burdens 
of the Dominion, and at the same time 
help to develop her natural resources to 
l heir own benefit, would be welcomed by 
Canadian ..people. .,.#i**iu, : 

Van Vliet said, "We are overstocked 
with magaiine agents and peddlers; 
what we want is farm laborers and do- 
mestic workers." He thought that not 
enough attention Is being paid to the 
farming element of the population. The 
farmer, more than anybody, is affected 
by low prices for products and high 
prices for necessities. Consequently, a 
man who is a prosperous farmer in Great 
Britain will not come, to Canada because 
his prospects at home seem to him much 
brighten than the)- could be in Canada. 
Within ten years seven hundred thous- 
and people have gone from Canada to 
the United States, a good percentage of 
these from the prairie provinces. The on- 
ly .logical reason for this serious efflux 
of Canadian citizens to the States is that 
higher wages and greater opportunities 
arc offered there. Under existing con- 
ditions in most districts on the praires, 
it is with great difficulty that the farmer 
is able to gel a bare bring from his la- 
bors. Considering this it is not very 
attractive to immigrants. , 

As pointed out, if the barriers against 
immigration were taken down, an influx 
of prospective citizens from southern 
and centiaJ Europe would probably re- 
sult. 

In Egérlon's paper was traced the 
growth of population in Canada from the 
lime of ihc first settlement in Acadia 
up to llie present, when tlw Jast census 
sel Uie figiuc at 8,78S,4r!,5. Of ibis num- 
ber Ontario and Quebec together claim 
tim e and a half million. ' I here arc 
17,475 Japanese citizens in Canada, 
nearly all in B.C. They are rapidly in- 
creasing by birth in the Dominion, not 
by immigration from Japan. Fifty- 
four of I hem died under Ihc British flag 
in Ihc late war. There arc also four- 
teen hundred Ifndpos in Canada who, 
ihc Japanese, have shown jhem-

R— Intercollegiate Boxing and Wrest- 
ling rules will govern the bout, whh ex- 
ception of the boxer, who will be per- 
mitted to hit in clinches, but not while 
on the floor. Kidney punch is barred. 

Elimination bouts in boxing and wrest- 
ling will also take place Saturday night. 

All boxers and wrestlers are advised 
and urged to enter therr names before 
Friday noon. Entry list is posted in 
Molson Hall. 

The University championship finals 
will be held Monday night at the Union^ 
and winners of the small block M de* 
cided.

Finally the Students' Coinicil has sub- 
mitted to the Advisory Hoard and to Ihe 
Executive of the Graduates' Society ;i 
resolution which has been accepted and 
strongly recommended . 

Ttye resolution is as follows: 

Resolved: "That the .Students' So. 
eicly of McGill U'niversiiy recommend 
to the Standing Committee on Physical 
Education of McGill University the for- 
maton of an "Athletic Governing Hoard" 
to control and administer all alhleties 
and athletic monies of McGill Univer- 
sity. 

Also that tliae portion of the Univer- 
sal fee of each student, namely $J.(K), 
formerly expended by the Students' 
Council for athletic purposes be in fu- 
ture transferred to live Athletic Govern- 
ing Board. 

Also "That the composition of the 
said Athletic Goverhng Roard be as fol- 
lows : — 
The Pmcipal ex-ofi'icio. 
The Director of -the Department of 
Physical Education. 

Three members appointed from the 
Faculty, one of whom shall be the Bur- 
sar. 

Three members appointed from the 
Graduates' Society, one of whom shall be 
a member of the Stadium Committee .
